-Gen. Grant ha« h.i- 
come so well that all of the doctors withdrew 
from the house for a time anil left him for 
the first time in many days in the sole care ol 
his family. The bracing weather had a good 
effect on the general. 

A gentleman who knows ni much as any 
one of the medical aspects of Gen. Grnnt'i 
case said: "It will surprise Gen Grant', 
physicians very much if he dies within s 
week. The chances are that he will live twt 
weeks loafer. Of course some unfotseeu m- 
cident, such as a sudden failure of the heart 
may occur and ui>set my prophecy, but 
with that exception, I find it correct. Hh-s 
|s>isoning is most to lie feared. The physic 
ions are now directing their energies t< 
averting this danger, nnd will probably sue 
ceed in doing so for a couple of weeks .it 
at least. 

"The second cauie of alarm is from ex 
haustiou. The progress of the cancer itsell 
is, I think, the last source of danger. It i 
now stationary, and has been so for a week 
There is no danger of its developing suffi 
ciently to become fatal for two months a 
least. With proper treatment it could Is 
held in abeyance until fall A hemorrhagt 
la liable to occur at any moment, but I d< 
not think it will alarm the physicians. Ii 
can be stopped immediately and before any 
material damage is done. Gen. Grant's fat- 
uities are as clear as they ever wer» 
and he is fully capable of transactioi 
any business that might come to a mai 
in active life. He would be as able to direei 
the movement of an army in the field to-daj 
as he was twenty years ago, so far as hi 
mental condition Is concerned. If I wen 
his Lieut. Gen. I would obey his orders frou 
the sick room as implicitly and with thi
